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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) filed 6/9/05. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 11-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: the limitation 
"weighting controller comprises means for generating combinations of weighting 
coefficients for establishing an antenna directivity in a plurality of directions in which a 
party to communicate with is possibly present, when the communication session starts, 
and reducing the number of combinations to be generated during the communication 
session so as to be smaller than the number of combinations to be generated when the 
communication session starts" in lines 12-17 of claim 1 1 should be moved after the last 
paragraph of the claim, i.e., after "a communication session starts". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

2. Claim 14 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In particular, the limitation 
of claim 14 has been recited in claim 11. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. Claims 1 1-13 and 15-18 would be allowable if rewritten 
to overcome the claim objection above.
